The “solid south” came to life again 
tonight when official delegates of 10 
of the 11 ecotton-growing states rep- 
resented at the Jackson cotton con- 
ference cast by delegations their votes 
for a resolution calling for southwide 
passage of uniform laws embodying a 
0) per cent reduction of cotton acre- 
age for 19832 and 1933. 

North Carolina's delegation alone 
did not vote, as it had come without 
being empowered to ballot on a means 
of solving the south’s paramount agri- 
cultural problem. Of the other 10 
states voting, the Georgia and Alabama 
yotes were made provisional upon the 
ultimate outcome of the movement. 


The 10 state delegations which lined 
up behind the committee-amended reso- 
lution offered by State Senator W. B. 
Roberts, of Rosedale, Miss., veteran 
legislator and planter, were those of 
Alabama, Georgia, Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi, Missouri, South Carolina, Okla- 
homa, Arkansas, Tennessee and Texas. 

Harmonious action and a definite 
trend for acreage production as op- 
posed to total cotton prohibition pre- 
dominated today among the approxi- 
mately 200 delegates, including four 
sovernors, who gathered at the request 
of Governor Harvey Parnell, of Arkan- 
sas, and Governor Theodore G. Bilbo, 
of Mississippi. Differences threatened 
to deadlock the assembly on several 
occasions, but when 
committee reported out late this aft- 
ernoon in favor of uniform reduction, 
there was little opposition before the 
vote,

The Roberts resolution recommend- 
ed specifically that “an acreage con- 
trol law similar in effect to the law 
now in force in the state of Texas be 
adopted by all cotton-producing states, 
with such modifications of administra- 
tive features as will prevent grave in- 
justice to citizens of sections of such 
states” and that “the independence 
and sovereignty of other states in 
adopting laws securing at least a 40 
per cent reduction of acreage be re- 
spected.”’

Dry Agents May Seize

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—(#)—A 
powerful weapon was placed in the 
hands of federal prohibition agents to- 
day by the supreme court. The tribu- 
nal ruled that the furnishings and fit- 
tings of a speakeasy are subject “to 
confiscation. 

In a unanimous opinion delivered by 
Justice Stone, the court held that fed-

TEN MEN REINDICTED 
IN HARLAN SLAYINGS 


Witnesses in Kentucky Mine 
| Trials Warned Against 
Pistols in Court. 


MT. STERLING, Ky., Nov. 23.— 
(UP)—Opening the Harlan county 
“ambush” murder trials in Montgom- 
ery county circuit court here today 
brought reindictment of ten defendants 
on broader charges, and a warning 
by Judge H. R. Prewitt to more than 
200 witnesses against carrying pistols 
in court. 

“T am in good health,” the court ob- 
served, “and I expect to serve out 
May remaining two years in office.” 

The small courtroom was packed to 
the point of suffocation by 82° wit- 
nesses for the state and 137 witnesses 
for the defense, leaving little room for 
Mt. Sterling natives, who reside some 
200 miles from the scene of the crime 
—the coal fields of Harlan county. 

Reindictment of the defendants, ac- 
complished in five minutes’ time, 
changed the eharge from murder to 
“aiding and abetting. accessory before 
the fact, and conspiracy to commit 
murder” in the bloody clash of May

355-Year-Old Warrant 


For Shakespeare Found 

HAVERFORD, Pa., Nov. 23.— 
(P)—An order made out 355 years 
ago for the arrest of William 
Shakespeare has been found by Dr. 
Leslie Hotson, professor of English 
at Haverford College, in his study 
of episodes in the life of the Bard 
of Avon. 

The order was discovered by Dr. 
Hotson during long researches in 
the rolls of the queen’s bench in 
London covering the period 
Shakespeare’s life. 

It was written at the request of 
William Wayte,. who, the paper 
said, ‘“‘walked in fear of his death” 
at the hands of Shakespeare and 
three of his friends. One of these, 
Francis Langley, had sought protec- 
tion a few months before from Wil- 
liam Gardiner and Wayte, Dr. Hot- 
son learned.

PORT OF SPAIN, TRINIDAD, 
Nov. 23.—(4)—Two hundred convicts, 
lured on by reports of ready work in 
Dutch Guiana, escaped from a penal 
camp in French Guiana, tramped 
miles through swamps, crossed innum- 
erable rivers and endured great hard- 
ships, only to find they were the vic- 
tims of a hoax. 

There was no work for them. A 
group of their fellow-convicts, to cur- 
favor with the authorities, had

This discovery was explained today 
as the result of the “isolation” of a 
crystal which is pure vitamin D, 
announced last week by Professor 
Adolf Windans. 

Isolation means that the vitamin 
has been separated completely from 
all the other substances in which it 
ordinarily exists, Professor Windatis 
‘Has a fragment of it in absolutely 
pure form. He refused today to dis- 
eusk his discovery which = required 
four years’ research hut he named as 
spokesman Professor Carl Oppen- 
heimer, a Berlin editor of scientific 
publication. 

“The physiological effects of the vit- 
amin thus isolated,” said Professor 
Oppenheimer, “are the same as thos» 
of sunshine. 

“Three billionths of a gram of the 
erystal is sufficient to relieve rickets, 
the tliet disorder which is caused by 


vitamin D_ deficiency. But one 
fifty-thousandth part of a gram is 
poisonous, 

“It remained questionable hitherto 
whether the poisonous effects of vit- 
amin ID were derived from the vit- 
amin. due to too high a dose, or 
whether they came from some other 
substance that was merely mixed with 
the vitamin. Now everything is clear.” 


The pure erysta! was obtained by | 
use of certain rays of “artificial sun- | 
shine.” It began several years ago, 
when the scientific world sat up and | 


took notice at the discovery that ei- 
ther artificial or natural ultra-violet 
rays of light acted upon’ cholesterol 
to produce vitamin D, Cholesterol is 
a substance related to rare alcohols 
and is distributed widely in growing 
things. 

Windaus, however, learned that it 
was not the cholesterol that changed 
into vitamin .D. 
from another substance, ergosterol, 
which always accompanied the pres- 


ence of cholesterol.

The minimum requirement for con- 


verting a Takeout Double of a suit 
bid of one into a Penalty Double is 
the possession of at least four sure 
trump tricks in the hand of the de- 
fending player who accepts this re- 
sponsibility. This requirement has 
been found necessary because against 
suit bids honor-tricks, absolutely sure 
to win at no-trump, lose much of their 
certainty. 

Holding four sure trump tricks and 
partner holding a minimum of 3 hon- 
or-tricks, generally speaking, any 
eontract of one should be set, but 
there are exceptions and today’s hand 
is a case in point.

Against the contract of one club 
doubled, West led the King of spades, 
following it with the Ace and another 
spade in response to his partner's 
“echo.” To echo is to play a higher 
ecard of the suit when holding a low- 
er one and thus request the continu- 
ance of that suit. East on the first 
round had played the 9 of spades and 
on the second round the 8, telling his 
partner that he could win the third 
round of the suit. East trumped ac- 
cording to his promise and led the 
Queen of clubs. South won with the 
Ace and next laid down the Ace and 
King of hearts and the Ace and King 
of diamonds. He continued with a 
heart and East was forced to trump 
as his hand at that time contained 
nothing else. South refused to win 
the first trump trick but won the sec- 
ond and thus made three club tricks, 
two hearts and two diamonds for his 
doubled contract and game. 

It was well that South was not 
misled by the possession of 6 honor- 
tricks—and these honor-tricks all 
Aces and Kings—into making an un- 
sound bid above the game score in 
hopes of reaching a Slam. His hand, 
it is true, contained the requisite 
honor-tricks, but playing-tricks are es- 
sential to the making of high con- 
tracts, and aside from his 6 tricks 
in Aces and Kings South’s only hope 
of another is the establishment of a 
long club. Had he opened with two 
clubs and the bidding followed the 
same course as it did in the actual

PNEUMONIA, - 
Acute lobar pneumonia, pleuro- 
pneumonia, lung fever, the Rind which 
is likely to strike a vigorous, healthy 
person down out of a clear sky, is 
still commonly associated in the pop- 
ular: mind with oceupations or ex- 
periences involving exposure to cold 
and wet. The truth is that pneu- 
monia is noticeable for its absence or 
its rarity among people who suffer 
the severest exposure to cold and wet. 
On the other hand, this tropical dis- 
ease—for it is most prevalent in trop- 
ical climates—seems to pick out chief- 
ly persons who are most sheltered 
and protected against sueh exposure 
to cold and wet, here im this country. 
If we could limit the jolly old con- 
troversy to pneumonia as the example 
of an illness somehow dependent on 


such exposure, it would be all over! 


but the pouting. 

We know that lobar pneumonia is 
an infectious disease, a fever, and we 
know it is caused by e Pneumo- 
coccus, a germ which is kin to the 
notorious Streptococcus of septicemia 
and septic infection. This germ was 
first discovered by Sternberg. in 
America, but a few months later Pas- 
teur found the same germ in the saliva 
of a child dead of hydrophobia. They 
called it the “coccus of sputum septi- 
cemia,”’ because when inoculated ‘into 
an animal it produces acute septicemia 
(blood poisoning). Four years later, 
1884, Fraenkel, found the same germ 
in the lungs in many cases of pneu- 
monia. 

There can be no reasonable doubt 
that lobar pneumonia may be spread 
directly from one person to another. 
Where care is not taken to prevent 
infection, it’ is not unusual to find & 
relative or friend or nurse or another 
patient in a hospital ward coming 
down with the disease. The infection 
is carried ordinarily if not invariably 
in the spray droplets given off when 
the patient coughs. Suitable masks 
or screens must be used to protect 
against such spread of the disease. 

These are facts. It is also a fact 
that a strain of germs closely resem- 
bling the Pneumococcus is found in 
the saliva of almost any well person 
constantly. It is also a fact that in 
perhaps one sueh person out of five 
the germs found in the saliva will 
produce septicemia if inoculated into 
the blood of a guinea pig or other 
animal, and would probably cause sim- 
ilar blood poisoning if inoculated into 
the blood of a man. It is a fallacy, 
however, and one shared by too many 
who profess. to be health authorities 
or physicians, that a person whose 
mouth or throat harbors such virulent 
pneumococcoid strains can “catch cold 
from himself,” as some of these imagi- 
native authorities actually teach. 
There is no instance on record in 
which a germ carrier, a human germ 
carrier, suffered any illness from his 
own germs. His original illness or 
attack was produced by invasion of 
his blood by the germs contributed by 
some other person. This is a funda- 
mental scientific principle which any 
bacteriolgist or patholegist recognizes. 
Therefore it is a futile practice to re- 
sort to.antiseptic or germicidal rem- 
edies in nose, throat or mouth when 
one has been chilled or otherwise ex- 
posed, in the hope of preventing the 
development of illness.

Senator Blaine, republican, of Wis- 
consin, sat .beside him, : 

In brief the Davis transaction was 
described by Holland as follows: 

Davis signed a note for $22,500 in 
April, 1928, for 250 preferred and 
500 common shares of Southern Sugar 
Company. The note was made out 
to the Almar Corporation, one of 
Dahlberg’s private companies, and the 
stock was sent back as collateral. 

When Dahlberg propused this agree- 
ment with Davis he said: “This 
would be a special deal, however, and 
would be just ‘a-tween us.’ ”’ 

In September, 1929, Dahlberg no- 
tified Davis he could sell the stock 
for a profit, and with the secretary's 
consent, cancelled the note and sent 
250 shares in Southern Sugar as prof- 
it. This, together with dividends he 
had received. made a paper profit of 
$8,437, but Davis did not convert it 
into cash, Holland said. 

An officer of one of the compa- 
nies told him, Holland said, that while 
Davis made a profit “it was not ex- 
actly a case of the Almar Corpora- 
tion being a philanthropist,” because 
the company also made a_ profit on 
the deal. 

Senator Loses. 

Before this other transaction, Da- 
vis in 1926 purchased 830 preferred 
and 265 common shares of Celotex 
stock, another of Dahlberg’s organiza- 
tions, for which he paid $94,775 cash. 
This stock is now selling way below 
what the senator paid, 

Holland told of questioning S. S. 
Eveland, vice president of one of 
Dahlberg’s companies, on a tip that 
he knew something about the reports 
of a $100,000 gift. Eveland said 
he had heard Dahlberg order $10,- 
000 sent to Davis, but Holland tes- 
tified he could find no record of it 
being sent. 

The Watson incident was describ- 
ed by Holland briefly this way: 

Watson signed two notes of $12.- 
500 each in April, 1928S, for 125 
shares eagh of common and preferred 
in both the Southern Sugar Company 
and the South Coast Company, an- 
other of Dahlber’s sugar concerns. 

Both notes were cancelled in 1929 
and Watson received 250 shares of 
common stock in the Dahlberg Cor- 
poration of America for- each of them. 
This made a total of 500 shares 
which, together with dividend stock, 
represented a paper profit of $7,905, 
Holland said. 


DAVIS ADMITS MAKING 

“PAPER PROFITS” ON SUGAR 

PITTSBURGH, Noy. 23.—(#/)— 
United States Senator James J. Da- 
vis, taking cognizance of testimony 
before a senate committee that he 
had made “paper profits” on sugar 
stock purchased on credit, said in a 
statement tonight that the buying and 
selling of the stock. was a “business 
transaction and had no connection 
with the government.” 

“When I purchased the stock,” Da- 
vis said, “I had no thought of ever 
being a candidate for a seat in the 
senate of the United States.”

“Responsibility for the low price of 
cotton and the enormous surplus can- 
not be placed on the doorsteps of the 
Georgia farmer. It is not he who 
has sinned against the eotton farmers 
and agriculture by causing the unpar- 
alleled surplus. He is suffering today 
with his brothers of the cotton belt 
and selling his cotton below what it 
cost him to grow it on account of the 
action of our sister states in making 
tremendous increases in cotton acreage 
at a time when every one knew we 
were making too much cotton.” 

Governor Russell also urged that
